GIANT CIRCUS AGAIN EMERGES 
WITH PLETHORA OF SPLENDORS 


NEW YORK. March 23.— Another 
glorious page was written into Ameri- 
can circus history with the opening this 
week for the 1929 season of the Ring- 
ling Brothers and Barnum & Bailey 
Circus at the New York Coliseum, in 
the Bronx. More than one fortuitous 
circumstance combined to make this 
opening one of the most brilliant ever 
recorded for the big time of circusdom; 
and these happy factors were not con- 
cerned solely with trade aspects of the 
never-to-be-forgotten event. 

When the mammoth circus train be- 
took itself from winter quarters in 
Florida and journeyed up to the farther 
reaches of the Bronx it broke another 
precedent, rolling up the second devia- 
tion from established custom in two 
seasons. Last year the Gargantuan in- 
stitution, passed on to John Ringling 
thru generations of herculean effort de- 
voted to the building up of a tradition 
that is as native to the United States 
as its republican form of government, 
broke its old ties with the Nutmeg State 
end established winter quarters in 
Florida. This season, alive to every 
step in showmanship necessary for the 
preservation and progress of the great- 
est amusement army in the world, its 
field marshals decreed that another 


precedent shall be broken. Consequent- 
ly, for the first time in its history the 
Ringling Show is starting its season at 
a place other than Madison Square 
Garden 

The choice of the New York Coliseum 
was indeed a wise one. Like life itself, 
the Coliseum is constructed literally 
from the fragments of the late-lamented 
Sesquicentennial. On the ashes of an 
ill-consummated enterprise, as it were, 
has arisen an impressive steel and -con- 
crete pile. and it is here that the big 
show has chosen to inaugurate another 
season with a congerie of human and 
bestial talent up to the standard, and 
in many respects exceeding the standard 
established by its many years of glori- 
ous existence. As has been oft stated 
before, and as will be repeated for many, 
many seasons to come if the same mar- 
velous machine continues to function 
thru the consolidated efforts of its 
intricate and component parts, it is 
bigger and better than ever. 

Behind the smooth-running opening 
performance on the night of March 21 
lies a story of superhuman effort and 
incalculable heroism. The heroism of 
the hammer and nail and wrench and 
crowbar: heroism that is generally un-

American public is showing an unmistakable liking for the Gilbert and Sullivan 
operas as they are being presented by the D’Oyiy Carte Opera Company on its 


present transcontinental tour 

Playing 
to Denver and Chicago, the company has 
met with a reception the cordiality of 
which has been extremely gratifying. So 
impressed is the management with the 
results of the tour, it is planning to add 
Pinafore and possibly other operas to its 
repertoire on the next American visit. 


“We would like to come back next 
year,” Frederick Hobbs, business man- 
ager, told a Billboard representative, “but 
the insistent demand of our British pub- 
lic precludes the possibility of visiting 
the United States oftener than every 
two years.” 

Following its Chicago engagement, 
which ends March 30, the company will 
play Detroit and Montreal, sailing for 
England the first week in May to open a 
six months’ run in London. The present 
American tour, the second the D’Oyly 
Carte Company has made, has been even 
more successful than the first. The fact 
that the public has liberally patronized 
the operas despite the fact that the 
D'Oyly Carte name is practically un- 
known in his country is doubly gratify- 
ing, Hobbs said, as it indicates a genuine 
liking for the humorous extravagance 
and healthy laughter of the Gilbert and 
Sullivan pieces and a pleasing aptitude 
on the part of the players in their 
presentation. 

“We were royally received thru 
Canada,” declared Hobbs. “Even in the 
smaller cities of Western Canada at- 
tendance was large. And on the trip 
down the Coast every city from Seattle 
to Los Angeles turned out surprisingly 
large audiences. The results from a box- 
office standpoint have been splendid, 
and our audiences have been highly ap- 
preciative. We feel sure that the Gilbert 
and Sullivan operas would be welcomed in 
many cities besides those we played, but 
with the limited time at our disposal it 
is possible to play only the principal 
cities. Please say for us that we are 
delighted at the reception American 
audiences have given our efforts. We 
particularly appreciate the splendid 
music of the theater orchestras, which 
has enabled the players to do their best 
work.” 

While 10 operas are included in the 
company’s repertoire on its tours in Eng- 
land, only five are being used on this 
side, the difficulties of transportation of 
Meeenery for a larger number being one 
the chief reasons. Pirates of Penzance, 
al by Jury, Jolanthe, The Mikado and 
oliers are the five that are 
being presented. Of these, the last two 
have been most popular, Hobbs stated. 
However, he anticipates that Pinafore 
will prove a strong favorite. All of the 
operas are being played strictly upon the 
lines laid down by Gilbert and Suilivan, 
devoid of any changes. This is insisted 
upon by Rupert D'Oyly Carte, son of the 
founder of t D’Oyly Carte Company 
and head of the present organization.

In reaching decisions on the agency 
cleanout, a general executive meeting, 
with all the bookers attending, was held 
to determine steps. The standing of all 
agencies, the business they were doing 
and other “angles” were gone into. 


The second of the agency shakeups 
since Godfrey became head of the book- 
ing department came as a distinct sur- 
prise in view of the official indication 
that when the last was over the situation 
was finally cleared up and things were to 
go along with only possible minor 
changes now and then, when necessary. 

When agents were told to double, some 
of them smelled a rat, according to their 
own admissions, figuring that the dou- 
ble-up process was possibly leading to 
what has now happened to those af- 
fected 

News that the Frank Evans office is 
let out comes with something of a sur- 
prise Evans is one of the oldest of the 
big-time agents and is reputed to have 
done a vast business with the circult 
thru his agency. The “angle” here, it is 
believed, is that Evans, a Murdock man, 
has been connected with rumors of being 
one of the first to line up with the pos- 
sible Kennedy-Murdock circuit. His ab- 
sence for weeks in Florida, while Mure 
dock and Kennedy were there, led to 
these rumors 

Other agents—also Murdock men— 
who, like Evans, are said to have talked 
things over with the former Keith vaude- 
ville genius, were, however, not affected 
in the new shakeup. 

The business of so-called Murdock men 


who still hold RKO franchises has been 
materially cut down, it is known, tn the 
last few months. It is said the Pat 


Casey agency has been doing consider- 
ably less business than formerly, and the 
same is said to be true of Harry Weber, 
who is related to Murdock.

NEW YORK, March 25.—The smallest 
of small time, local one-nighters, are 
down to the bottom in salary quotation 
Altho early this season $5 a single and 
$10 a double was considered standard, 
now salary bids run $3 a single and from 
$6 to $8 for doubles. 

Several of the hole-in-the-wall offices 
cupplying outlying dumps with inter- 
mittent stage attractions have standard 
offers of a four-act show with an m. c. 
for $35. The acts are usually appor- 
tioned two doubles and two singles, with 
frequently a three-act dropped in for 
good measure Competition is keen 
among the small fry and as a result even 
the above-quoted salaries are often sliced 
down The one-nighter agents worry 
more about getting houses and keeping 
them than getting artistes. Several of 
the agent boys with a maximum of three 
houses on their books are flocked enough 
by artistes to make one think they are 
booking the whole Loew Time and a 
couple of Fox dates thrown in. 

A favorite gag among indie operators 
catered to by the one-nighter agents is 
to take acts for a single day at a set sum 
and hold them over for the week-end, 
making them play three and four shows 
spread over the day, altho the original 
igreement, mostly verbal, was for two 
evening shows 

One-nighter agents are generally un- 
licensed, booking net and paying acts off 
themselves. Few of the houses have 
backstages and pianos suffice in the pit. 
Dressing is done ‘in managers’ offices and 
basements 


Performers Refuse

Harry is pushed into the part of a sap 
messenger, calling on a siren-like madame 
with a message from her boy friend. The 
drawing-room setting and the superfluity 
of action give the impression of a sketch, 
but this is no more a sketch than John 
Barrymore is a comedian. The wires are 
laid and all is set for Harry to push the 
laugh button. This he does several times, 
but not too often. Most of the laughs 
are hung on Langdon’s pantomimic 


talents. He is indeed a clever clown and 
highly original, but, despite the com- 
paratively long preparation this piece 


has had before coming to the ace house, 
there is lacking the perfect timing of 
laughs. Another girl, also unbilled, is 
used in a brief bit. We saw clearly, heard 
well—but as yet we fail to realize why 
the girl was thrown in. A clue might be 
the need of bolstering up the fem. flash 
in the act. This bit seems the easiest 
way, but by no means the best. 

The real appeal of the act starts when 
the sketch idea is dismissed and Harry 
comes out on the apron, chats with a 
plant and the pit men—and steps. If he 
did this his entire running time and 
jacked himself up even higher by using 
good gab material, his vaudeville return 
would be far more impressive. 

After viewing this peculiar affair, even 
the dullest seat holder can be depended 
upon to comment that Harry is getting 
a bad break, even in the generally lenient 
vaudeville arena. The talent is all there, 
but the material is depressingly in- 
adequate. He deserves plenty of real 
dates, but not in this—call it what you 
will. E. E. S. 


The Collegiates 


Reviewed at Fox's Savoy. Brooklyn. 
Style—Singing and dancing revue. Sete 
ting—In one, three and full stage (spe- 
cials). Time—Eighteen minutes. 


As close to a perfectly staged flash as 
we've caught this season in the inter- 
mediates; a great company, three bcys 
and five girls. Specialties are offered by 
an adagio team, boy hoofer and a tenor. 
Several corking stepping numbers by a 
four-girl ensemble, brightest among these 
being a toe-ballet bit. The tenor, with 
pipes that are packed with appeal, does 
mostly background work, and _ scores 
highest while accompanying the ensemble 
during an aesthetic afterpiece to their 
toe number. The lanky hoofer is lithe 
and all that, but in one of his eccentric 
bits misses fire badly on the rhythm 
angle. 

Both opening and closing are laid out 
with painstaking attention to detail. 
Opening has the warbler doing his stuff 
and the hoofer and ensemble in an in- 
tricate cycle of soft-shoe maneuvers. The 
finish is dressed a la carnivalesque, with 
company attired as jack-in-the-boxes. 
That adagio team has the goods and 
ample opportunity here to show them off. 
Their slow-paced number, spotted before 
the finale, is a thing of rare beauty, and 
they make a deep dent in audience ap- 
peal with their early-spotted waltz item. 
Just a few changes here and there and 
this act will be flopproof. The first thing 
that can be done is to change the bill- 
ing. The Collegiates means as much here 
as buttons on a coat sleeve. E. E. S.

gag angle, but the structure of belly 
laughs created by this clever comedian’s 
antics is built on the same foundation. 
Miss Bert is the tolerant lady and El 
Brendel the sap suitor, come to call on 
his heart's desire. He employs the same 
kum-a-part clothes business and various 
other mechanistic devices for courting 
laughs. At this show he got them at 
every try. 

Not alone does Brendel depend on his 
mirth-provoking pan and trick clothes. 
He has a fine sense of comedy stepping 
and drags in this forte at opportune mo- 
ments. Miss Bert livens up two lapses 
with warbling that appeals far more than 
is needed in a turn of this character. She 
opens the doings with a parodic piece 
and joins a break in the midportion with 
a sententious rendering of Just Be a 
Builder of Dreams. They don’t have to 
plug El Brendel’s movie rep. to make this 
a go. The act will hold its own in the 
best houses. It scored a homer here in 
the trey spot.

Amerique and Neville

Unsensational but effective flash, of- 
fered by a ballroom dancing team, a girl 
musical and singing trio and a boy 
hoofer.

They open with a novelty 
waltz, and are on again toward the finish 
in @ number best described as a jazzed- 
up version of the tango. Theme’ music is 
St. Louis Blues, played in better-than- 
average style by the girl ensemble. 

The all-blonde Neal trio are divided 
into cello, piano and violin parts, and 
warble pleasingly during several inter- 
ludes of accompaniment. In one num- 
ber they are out on the apron, singing a 
special, Gentlemen Prefer Blondes. The 
number has the entrancing lilt of a Yid. 
folk song, and its witty lyrics are enun- 
ciated clearly by the Neals. They make 
a great-looking combo, with their gradu- 
ated heights emphasizing the novel ef- 
fect of the lineup. A brace of numbers 
is put over by the boy hoofer, tech- 
nically good, but not punchy enough for 
outstanding attention. 

One number by the girl of the dance 
team breaks up the uniform routine. It’s 
a ballet on toes, and a humdinger in 
panto. The shapely girl does the dying 
swan act, and puts it over with a faith- 
fulness to detail that should have been 
accorded a far stronger hand than the 
fairly warm one that was its due at this 
show. A great act for the closing spot in 
better family houses, and as a deucer 
here it fills the bill as well. Got a pro- 
longed hand at the bows. E. E. S. 


Ensemble Revue

GUS VOLZ, business representative of 
the United Scenic Artists, returned last 
Tuesday from Boston, where he had gone 
to adjust difficulties which had arisen 
within the last few months. A meeting 
of members in the New England District 
was held at the American House, Boston, 
on March 17 and there was an unusually 
large attendance. 

It was decided that the United Scenic 
Artists should have a permanent deputy 
in Boston to supervise conditions in gen- 
eral. After a number of members had 
been proposed for that office it was 
generally agreed that a man more con- 
versant with the labor movement in gen- 
eral than a member of the Scenic Artists 
be selected. It was unanimously agreed 
that Bréther Jack Welsh, who was presi- 
dent of the Eastern Conference of Sign, 
Scene and Pictorial Painters, and who 
is also their business agent in Boston, 
would be best suited for that position 
Brother Welsh is to be invited to the U. 
S. A. headquarters in New York, where 
he will be formally notified of the agree- 
ment of the New England members. 
Volz said that he had succeeded in lin- 
ing up the different studios on union 
conditions. Both the Craig studios can 
now be considered union shops and will 


employ none but United Scenic Artists 
in the future. At the Copley Theater 
the official contract and bond was 
signed, and Brother Pospolitak has 
signed up for the entire season.

Parks Memorial Day 


HOUSTON, Pa., March 23.—S. C. Reyn- 
olds, one of the best known park oper- 
t! who is owner of 


Wil Beach here Riverside Park, 
at M wn, W has announced 
that both his parks will have their open- 
ings on Memorial Day, May 30 

In previous years these parks have 
opened not later than May 15. The ex- 
periences, however, indicate that busi- 


ness done prior to May 30 does not war- 
rant earlier openings, Mr. Reynolds de- 
clares. Both parks will open with a free 
gate. This is an innovation for Willow 
Beach Park at least. One of the pioneer 
recreation parks of the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict, it has operated on a paid gate 
basis since its development in 1921. 

Negotiations are under way for stand- 
ard rides at both parks. These will be 
placed as concessions. While the busi- 
ness of last season was nothing to “write 
home about”, particularly Riverside 
Park, which was really in its first sea- 
son’s operation, because of backward 
weather conditions, an acute industrial 
depression and, last but not least, 
an infantile paralysis epidemic and 
scare affecting Monongahela County, W. 
Va., on account of which health author- 
ities placed a ban on picnics. However, 
the management of both parks is hope- 
ful and optimistic for the coming season. 
The work of renovation at both parks is 
now under way. 

A new filtration plant has been in- 
stalled at the swimming pools of both 
parks, and the dance pavilions are being 
repainted and decorated. Negotiations 
are under way for installation of electric 
music amplification systems at both 
parks, to be used particularly for danc- 
ing and concerts. 

Landscape work, gardens, shrubbery, 
flowers and artistic fountains, for which 
Willow Beach Park has enjoyed some- 
what of a reputation, are being devel- 
oped also at Riverside Park, located on 
the Monongahela River below Morgan- 
town. 


Lake Winnepesaukah 


To Have Early Opening 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 23. —
